Lawns 


To get the best lawns possible on the Eastern 
Shore, it is necessary to prepare the soil properly. It is 
advisable to cultivate thoroughly and loosen the sur- 
face several inches deep. Nearly all soils are sadly de- 
ficient in humus, so that it is desirable to add up to 
an inch to the whole surface of the lawn area. This 
should be well mixed in. Any good lawn fertilizer 
should be added; lime should be added only after 
testing your soil. Fall is the best time for seeding 
lawns. If you do not have competent help for pre- 
paring lawns, we do.
